Senate Does Nothing but Discuss the 


Treaty and President's Message. 


NO QUORUM IN 
THE 
HOUSE. 


Washington, Jan. 4-^The 
senate's 


first session following the holiday re- 
cess was devoted entirely to Panama. 
President Roosevelt sent a message on 
the subject which was received 
with 
great interest. The discussion contin- 
ued throughout the day, speeches being 
made both in defense of and against 
the policy which has been pursued. 


Mr. McComas defended the president 


and asserted his action would stand if 
tried in court. 
He maintained that 
even without recognition, the new re- 
public of Panama would have bfeen es- 
tablished and maintained indefinitely. 
Mr. Steward of JJevada severely 


criticised the Bogota government for 
its selfish action in 
preventing 
the 


construction of the canal 


Mr. Morgan of Alabama, stated his 


pieference for the 
Nicaragua 
route 


and maintained the present course of 
the administration was breaking down 
the established policy of the 
United 
States regarding neutrality. He 
said 
the president now desired tlie assist- 
ance of three democratic senators to 
maintain his policy. 


Rev. Edward Everett Hale, the newly 


elected chaplain of the senate, offered 
a stiiring invocation when the senate 
was called to older. His prayer was a 
plea for the wisdom of heaven in af- 
fairs of 
government. He 
referred 


briefly to the Chicago disaster 
and 
asked a blessing on the stricken city 
Touchlngly, also, he 
alluded 
to the 


death of the wife of Senator Hoar of 
Massachusetts 


Convincing. 
Following the leading of the pres- 


ident's message this afternoon Mr Mc- 
Comas began a discussion of the isth- 
mian situation 
He characterized the 


piesident's message as a "cleverly co- 
gf-nt, and abundantly convincing pres- 
entation of the situation " 


He was interrupted several times by 


Morgan, Bacon, Tlllmani and others, 
and finally Mr. McComas, addressing 
himself to the democratic side of the 
chamber, declared some excellent men 
have made a political blunder and have 
mistaken their partisanship for a mor- 
al sense 
He would not say, he ad- 


ded, 
this opposition was unpatriotic, 


but it was perversely and persistently 
wrong The president's Panama canal 
record he said, wou'd elect him in No- 
vember and result in the construction 
of the canal 


Mr Stewart endorsed the adminis- 


tration's course, although he said he 
had formerly favored the Nicaragua 
route. 
Speaking of Colombia he said-: 
"It Is time we should begin to treat 
them according to their 
true 
true 
characters, as highway robbers, levy- 
ing blackmail on the nations of the 
world " 


"We have got a right of way now 


for a canal," concluded Mr Stewart. 
"The people want the canal," 
ana 


turning to the democratic side, "and 
you had better get in the band wagon 
because it is moving 
The 
people 


don't care anything about a little t>and 
of robbers at Bogota and we are going 
to build the canal and I am going to 
try and live until the canal Is con- 
structed." 


Morgan Opposes. 


Mr. Morgan opposed the position of 
the administration, not, he said, 
on 


slight grounds, but because he believed 
the course of the president threatened 
the integrity of the United States. He 
aigued that according ;to precedents, 
the de facto government of Panama 
has no right to transfer territory, but 
he declared the president knew that 
only by his recognition of 
Panama 


could he acquire a concession there. 
Indeed, he asserted that in the pros- 
pect of securing this acquisition was 
found the only motive for the presi- 
dent's recognition. 
He declared the 


piesident's. interference in Colombia's 
affairs on the isthmus unjustified by 
the constitution, and asserted If there 
was to be a general policy on the part 
of the United States of upholding civil- 
isation that policy must be undertak- 
en by congress and not left to blazon 
the lance of some individual American 
Suncho Panza to be thrust (uto the 
boso>m of a friendly power." 


He appealed to the senate to stand 


by the Spooner law, and declared the 
piesident's course was as If he were 
above the law. 
"That law is," he said, 


"tn the way of hfs personal ambition, 
and he spurns it with/ contemptuous 
indifference." He predicted that even 
though the United States should un- 
dertake the construction of the Pan- 
ama canal, a canal would be first built 
over the Nicaraguan route, because of 
its superior feasibility.

The origin of the fire is a mystery 


and Governor Cummins will order an 
immediate investigation. 
The suppo- 
sition is it started by a lighted candle 
carelessly left burning or from an elec- 
tric light wire. The fire

near a shaft in committee room No. 5 
and spread upward and all around the 
ceiling of the house chamber 
The fire department was unable to 


fight the 
flames 
effectively,

The only thing possible was 
to cut off the progress of the flames 
The gallery of the house chamber fell 
with a crash, portions of the debris 
slightly injuring two firemen and en-

The estimates of the loss vary. Gov. 


Cummins placed it at $300,000, but the 
majority of estimates > place the loss 
at $500,000 to $700,000 
The state carries no insurance

Chicago, Jan. 4—After tonight It will 
for some weeks at least be practically 
impossible to hold public meetings of 
any kind to Chicago outside of church- 
es. 
Building Commissioner Williams 
tonight issued an order closing all 
public halls, dance halls and turnverein 
halls and all similar places of public 
assemblage until an Inspection has 
shown that they are complying with 
all provisions of the building ordinance. 
There are upward of 400 halls in Chi- 
cago having a seating capacity of 50 
to 500 each. 
Protests were numer- 


ous, but the building commissioner was 
inflexible. 
The sole exemption is in 


favor of private lodge halls, which 
do not fall within the scope of the 
order. 


Mayor Harrison and seven aldeimen 


who have been appointed members of 
a council committee to control legisla- 
tion in relation to theaters, met this 
afternoon with the theater managers. 
The request of the managers for per- 
mission to open their houses if they 
agree not to sell seats above the lower 
floor -was refused 
They were in- 


formed all places must remain closed 
until the law is fully met 


Wreckers Break Skylight. 
This afternoon attorneys for the fire 


department secured from five witnesses 
corroboration of the charges that the 
wrecking crew of the George A. Full- 
er Company had destroyed the stage 
skylights the day after the 
disaster. 
Fire Inspector Fulkerson said today 
it was the intention that these sky- 
lights open automatically to allow the 
escape of heat and smoke upwards in- 
stead of over the-audience, but he is 
positive the opening of the skylights 
was Impossible because beneath each 
section of lights were pieces of scantl- 
ing which remained there untl1 re- 
moved by the employes of the Fuller 
Construction company Thursday after- 
noon. 


House Was Filled. 
, 
The statement of Davis and Powers, 


managers of the theater that the house 
was not filled at the time of the fire, 
was flatly contradicted thia afternoon 
by Manager Price of the Blue Beard 
company who estimates that neaily 100 
tickets were sold after the theater was 
entirely filled.

Roosevelt today submitted to congress 
a special message on the Panama can- 
al question as follows 


To the Senate and House of Repre- 
sentatives. 


I lay befoie the Congress for Its 


information a statement of my ac- 
tion up to this time In executing the 
act entitled "An act to provide for 
the construction of a canal connecting 
the waters of the Atlantic and Pacific 
oceans " approved June 28, 1902. 


By the said act the President was 


authorized to secure 
for the United 
Slates the property 
of the Panama 


Canal Company and perpetual control 
of a strip 6 miles 
wide across the 


Lsthmus of Panama It was further 
provided that "should the President 
be unable to obtain for the United 
fatatcs a satisfactoiy title to the prop- 
erty of the New Panama Canal Com- 
pany and the contiol of the necessaiy 
tcmtoiy of the Republic of Colombia 
•* * • within a reasonable time and 
upon reasonable terms, then the pres- 
ident" should endeavor to provide for 
a canal by the Nicarague route. The 
language quoted defines with exact- 
ness and precision what was to be 
done, and what as a matter of fact has 
ber-n done The president was author- 
ised to go to the Nlcaiagua route 
only if within a reasonable time he 
could not obtain "control of the neces- 
sary territory of the Republic of Co- 
'ombia." This control has now been 
obtained, the provision of JJie act has 
been complied with, it is no longer 
possible under the existing legislation 
to go to the Nicaragua route as an 
alternative

(This plain official account of the 
occuriences of Nov 4, shows that, in- 
stead of theie Jiaving been too much 
provision by the American government 
101 the maintenance of ofder and the 
piotectlon of life and pioperty on the 
Jothinus, the oideis for the movement 
of the Ameiiccin vvai ships had been 
too long delayed, so long, in fact, that 
theie v\pre but £oity-tvvo inailnes and 
sailors available to land and piotect 
the lives of Ameiican men and women. 
It was only the coolness and gallantry 
with which this little bund of mAi 
wearing tlie American uniform faced 
times their number ot aimed foes, 


bent on carrying out 
the atrocious 


threat of the Colombian commander, 
that prevented a 
murderous catas- 
trophe. At Panama, when tne revolu- 
tion broke out, there was no Amerl- 
man man-of-war 
and no American 


troops or sailors. At Colon, Comman- 
der Hubbard acted with ejitlre impar-

Goveinment in Panama In this arti- 
cle is an interesting Interview with

* * * We looked upon the building 


of the canal as a matter of life or 
death to us. We wanted that because 
It meant, with the United States In 
control of it, peace and prosperity for 
us President Marroquln appointed an 
Isthmian to be governor of Panama; 
and we looked upon that a» of happy 
augury. Soon we heard that the canal 
tieaty was not likely to be approved 
at Bogota, next we heard that our 
Isthmian governor, Obaldia, who had 
scarcely assumed power, was to be 
superseded by a soldier from Bogota. 


Notwithstanding all that Colombia 
has drained us of in the way of rev- 
enues, she did not bridge for us a 
single river, nor make a single road- 
way, 
nor erect a single college where 


our children could be educated, nor do 
anything at all to advance 
our in- 
dustries * * ! Well, when the new gen- 
erals came we seized them, arrested 
them and the town 
of 
Panama was 


in joy. Not a protest was tmade, ex- 
cept the shots fired from the Colom- 
bian gunboat Bogota, which killed one 
Chinese lying In his bed. We were 
willing to encounter the Colombian 
troops at Colon and fight it out; but 
the commander of the United States 
cruised forbade Superintendent Shaler 
to allow the railroads to transport 


Isthmus, and again and again Unit 
States •jailors and marines have 
landed as they were landed In thli 
stance and under similar instruct 
to protect the transit.

Hull explained that his ac- 


tion was not in&plied by a motive of

tl'iit was rightfully theirs, while the 
stage hands and e'ectriclans and other 
employes weie compelled to suffer. 


Wrong Man In Right Place. x 
It is a noteworthy fact that Build- 


in<? Commissioner Williams, who is 
row ch.iiged with manslaughter 
in 


connection with the greatest fire horror 
the country ever experienced, owes his 
appointment to a fire tiagedy which 
occurred two years ago. 
Williams 


piedecessor vacated the office after 
thr burning of St. Lukes' Sanitarium, 
when a score of men suffering ffrom 
delirium tremens burned to 
death 


while' strapped to their beds. 
Wil- 


liams was selected with the Idea that 
h<- was the proper man to see that no 
such catastrophe could happen again. 
Fire Inspector Fulkerson tonight an- 


nounced he had discovered the secret 
of the fire. 
The asbestos curtain, up- 


on which the safety of the audience 
depended, was, according to Fulkerson, 
blocked in its-descent by a steel le- 
1'c-ctor, carelessly'left open by a stage 
hand. 


Stage Hand Squeals. 


While one end of the curtain got 


within five feet of the stage, the oth- 
ei was suspended twenty feet, and be- 
neath it swept the flood of flame that 
carried death to so many hundreds. 
I< ulkerson, acting upon a clue furnished 
by John A. Maz^oni, a scene shifter, 
today discovered the deadly reflector 
still open in the tneater ruins. 


On each side ol the proscenium arch 
at the theater was a metallic reflector, 
concave in form, twenty feet long and 
studded throughout the entire length 
with incandescent lights. 
Normally 


these lights fitted into Hitches in the 
masonry, but when in use were swung 
out" in order that the lights might be 
thiown upon the performers upon the 
stage. 
W^ien both reflectors were in 


place, the fire curtain had no imped- 
iment in its cnurse, but with either 
swung outward the curtain could not 
get below the reflectors' top. 
The 


carelesness of some employe resulted 
in the combination of open reflection 
and falling curtain, which cost approx- 
imately six hundred lives. 
Mazzoni 


was one of the first employes arrested 
After his release this afternoon on 
bonds' of $5,000 he disclosed the truth 
ol the misplaced reflector to Inspect- 
or Fulkerson. 
The wue used in the 


c ena] ballet, mentioned as the pos- 
sible cause of the sticking of the cur- 
tJin, has been proved to have been 
out of the way of the curtain as it 
descended.

Chicago, Jan. 2—Chicago's head was 


bowed in grief today over the awful 
catastrophe of Wednesday afternoon. 
Business generally was suspended, the 
banks alone being the only commercial 
centers, which for obvious 
reasons 


could not close their doors 
For an 


hour at noon the bells of the city tolled 
a requiem for the dead. The idea of an 
hour of mourning was not generally 
disseminated, but when at noon, the 
sound of the silver 
chimes 
of St. 
James' church on the noith side wene 
borne by the wind over the heart of 
the city. It seemed as though every 
other church in the city caught from 
It the inspiration and the bells of each 
responded at once. 
The churches In 


outlying portions of the city were the 
last to hear the tolling of those near- 
er the business center, but they at 
once followed and the bells of St. Ja.nes 
had been silent two hours and more 
when the bells of 
churches 
in the 
southwest portion of the city began 
their tolling. 


Business at Standstill. 
Outside of what little business was 
transacted down town, the city was 
given over to funerals. There was not 
a cemetery in Chicago which did not 
see one or more, some having as high 
as a score. Extiaordinary 
arrange- 


ments have been made for those to 
be held tomorrow which will number 
over one hundred. 


Bared Heads. 
Two double funerals passed through 


the ijown town streets just as the large 
merchandise house were 
dismissing 


their employes at noon. The sound of 
St. James chimes was floating on the 
air, and the people, recognizing the 
solemnity of the occasion lined 
the 
streets and stood, many of them with 
bared heads, while the funerals passed 
slowly on. -Ont of these funerals was 
thafe of a brother and sister, John 
J. 
FUzglbbons, J8 years, and his sister 
Anna, 16. Trie other was-that of two 
sisters, Mrs Ella M 
Cantwell 
and 


Mrs. P. P. O'Donnell. A triple funeral
